Japan doesn't prohibit cigarettes. 
On the contrary, qjmost everyone 
smokes—a native product, that has 
no more .affinity to tobacco than 
the bay-rum in a. Third avenue 
barber shop has to ' old 
Scotch. 
Therefore 
foreign cigarettes 'are 
greatly prized, both by ' foreigners 
and by, Japanese.' Japan's import 
duty on tobacco in any form, is 
between 300 and 400 per cent; 
The cheapest pill in America is 
a pear] of great price here. You 
can buy real cigarettes in Japan— 
if. you're a millionaire." \Ari'd if 
you're not, you cnn quit smoking, 
or get yourself a tobacco bootleg- 
ger. Now your choice is to be a 
millionaire or-, quit smoking. 
The 
government, which operates a to- 
bacco monopoly for government 
revenues, has made it too hot. for 
the nicotine pirates.

background, 
with

sign of this seal may be seen in 
the floor of the entrance corridor 
of the White House and was used 
by at least one President in his 
favorite stvck pin.

The custom governing the uses 


of the President's flag and the his- 
tory of its adoption are described 
in "Flags of the World," a com- 
pilation by Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor 
and Lieutenant Commander Byron 
McCandless, U. S. N., as follows: 


"When the President visits a ves- 


sel of the United States, the Presi- 
dent's flag in broken at the main 
the moment he reaches the deck 
and Is kept flying as long as he is 
on board.'

The navy design 
was of an earlier date than that 
of the army, and consisted of the 
coat of arms of the United States, 
as shown in -the great seal, upon a 
blue background. 
This happened 


to be almost identical with the in- 
fantry colors. 


"The President's colors were de- 


signed to be distinctive from the 
infantry colors, and consisted of a 
blue ground with a, large crimson 
star, outlined heavily with white. 
Within the star was to be seen the 
coat of arms of the United States, 
and 
outside the 
star within , its 


angles were powdered small stars 
to the number of the states in £he 
Union.

"The double display of flags and 


colors at the Grand Army review 
in 19l5 caused considerable com- 
ment, and as a result the sugges- 
tion was made to the President that

material and the feebleness of ideas is adversely affecting the 
picture houses a bit. The truth is, the public is growing 
weary of a continuous fare of cheap melodrama cheaply 
served up. 


American films, though crudely constructed and lull ot 


mawkish, sentiment, are still more popular than other produc- 
tions in 
England because 'of greater vitality, variety and 


vivacity.

English authors are much to blame for the state of at lairs. 


They falsely regard cinemas as beneath their contempt artisti- 
cally though useful as the means of making money. Therefore 
they refuse to write for the films, or if they write direct, re- 
fuse to do honest work.

across the Bio Grande and the 
counsellor 
of 
the refugee 
who 


found himself suddenly helpless in 
a strange land following his de- 
parture "between suns" from the 
once revolution-ridden Mexican re- 
public. 
Early In 1917 Colonel Chapa was 


summoned to the county jail, where 
Abundo Rodriguez was held as a 
horsethlef. 
In Texas a horsethiet 


Is an popular with the law—and the 
people—as a rattlesnake In a draw- 
,ng-room. 


Rodriguez 
protested his Inno- 


cence. He had Just come out of 
Mexico and he did not steal a horse. 
He convinced the "amlgo de Mexl- 
canos"—tho friend of the Mexicans 
—that he was not guilty, and sub- 
sequent Investigation proved 
his 


statements true.

The Governor, 
Impressed with the possibility o£ 
the State of Texas rendering such 
a signal service to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, told Chapa to come at 
once to Austin and repeat the story

Ferguson called General Frederick 
Funston, commander of the South-

Jn all cases that I have 
personally observed Professor Wag- 
ner's treatment has registered re- 
markable success. 
"I believe that 'the extension of 
the fever-therapy holds the key to 
mankind's delivery from paralysis. 
Such extension is absolutely neces- 
sary because it Is, after all. a risky 
proposition to free a human being 
from one deadly disease by 'im- 
buing him with another, which may 
result in even greater and longer 
suffering than was caused by the 
first. 
"My own experience in Albania 
during the war taugl\t me that the 
effect of quinine against malaria Is 
not so sweeping that one can speak 
of an absolutely certain cure. 
In- 
deed, this quinine had no effect 
whatever In cases ot tropical forms 
of, malaria. 
"My faith in quinine ai a 'apecl- 
ficum' has been badly shattered by 
my observations in the cases of 
many soldiers suffering of war 
malaria who were Etlll Buffering 
from that disease after five yeari 
of treatment. I have considerable 
misgivings with regard to the use of 
malaria therapy in paralysis cases 
in such malaria regions where the

according to George R. Putnam, 
commissioner of lighthouses. 


Putnam as a result of his exper- 


ience with radio in the lighthouse 
service, Is an enthusiastic support- 
er of this means of communica- 
tion, and 
expressed his opinions 


strongly at the recent Internation- 
al Congress of Navigation in Lon- 
don. At that time he asserted the 
belief that radio fog signals were 
destined 
to become one of the 


prime factors In life, saving work, 
and. 
since 'his return to Washing- 


ton, has plunged Into plans for 
extending the use of. radio in thel 
lighthouse service. 
Although not the first country 


to install radio fog signals—France 
having done so several years be- 
fore we took the matter up—the i 
United 
States 
today 
leads the | 


world in tho number and efti- | 
clency of such signals, and our 
methods are belnjj studied abroad 
in those countries where the sub- 
ject is under discussion. 
Our ra- 


dio fog signals are all sent out on 
a 1.000 meter wave length; those 
of France were sent out on a low 
wave length and were lacking in 
efficiency, and the French Gov- 
ernment now is remodeling all sets 
•=o as to use the internally-adopt- 
ed wave length of 1,000 mettjrs. 
SIGNALS SENT DURING FOGS. 


Radio fog signals, as their name 


implies, are sent out 
in 
foggy 
weather to warn mariners that 
they are near to dangerous coasts. 
They have an all-weather range of 
some 30 miles, but this range can 
be extended, if greater distance 
is deemed desirable. The sets are 
automatic, 
needing 
only 
to be 
started, and are cared for by light 
keepers and others, no special ra- 
dio knowledge being required. 
The apparatus now used is ac- 


tuated by spark sets, but the ser- 
vice i* soon to install the first of ; 
the tube sets which will eventually ! 
«up«rsede all spark apparatus. The '

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CHANGES IN M OTOR VEHCILE LAW GO INTO EFFECT SATURDAY 


TAX ON 
EFFECTIV 
OCTOBER 1ST

Most of the changes which apply 


to the California motor vehicle laws 
go into effect on September 1 ex- 
cept the 2-cent gas tax and the re- 
vised fee on motor car and, truck 
licenses. The gas tax levy becomes 
operative a month later, while the 
flat $3 charge for operating- an au- 
tomobile will not have to be paid 
Until next February. 


There are relatively on a few al- 


terations in the law which need be 
•tudied, the two principal ones just 
mentioned, namely, the 2-cent per 
gallon -fuel charge _ for road and 
highway maintenance and the flat 
registration fee of $3. These two 
will make themselv.es apparent in 
due time. 


Speed limits remain just about 


as they now are — 15 miles per hour 
In congested districts, 20 miles per 
hour In the residence districts and 
35 miles per hour on the open 
highway. In the latter instance an 
amendment to the present law will 
make the 35-mile gait punishable 
by arrest and fine if traffic is so 
heavy that 35 miles is too -fast -a. 
pace at which to ramble. 


RIGHT OF WAY CLAKIFrED. 
The right of way at intersections 


•will be .clarified so'mewhat in the 
new ruling, which declares that the 
vehicle 
entering 
an 
Intersection 


from your right has the right of 
way unless you have entered the 
Intersection first. In case, of doubt 
in a motorist's mind respecting this 
interpretation, he will save himself 
possible grlaf by adopting a rule 
giving the car to the' right, the .priv- 
ilege of passing the intersection 
first.The method of signaling has not 
been changed.

Two Interesting volumes have 


been issued in Tho Modern Stu- 
dents Library series, "The Autobi- 
ography of David Crockett" and 
"American Prose Masters." David 
Crockett was a most picturesque 
American character. Hunter, sol-1 
dler, frontiersman and member of 
Congress, he lived a life filled with 
adventure and which culminated In 
his death in Texas as a member of 
that famous band which defended 
the Alamo until practically all were 
exterminated. The style of writing 
is crude for Crockett had bu.t lit1 
tie education. 
The description of 


his trip, while a member of Con- 
gress,- to Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston and other-cities is most hu- 
morous, Crockett taking seriously 
attentions received due to the no- 
torlety. gained as a crack shot and 
spectacular member of Congress. 
His comment on men and measures 
is particularly amusing. Crockett's 
final defeat for Congress greatly 
embittered him and was the cause 
of his journey to Texas, where ho 
joined forces with those fighting 
for independence.

Not even the White House 
staff had been advised of their ar-

completion of an-overland, telegraph line, but 
it is to be revived ;for .-one.-trip 'only .on the 
thirty-first of August.

[ the father of'Gvoe'u. Majors, a well-known citi- 


zen of-, the bay region. . H i s - last years were 


i spent with his sou in Alauieda. In the late 


nineties I had several.1 familiar talks with him 
about the stirring times-in which he figured. 
He was a man of unusual intelligence and ex- 
cellent memory, and he played such an im- 
portant part in scenes that are becoming more 
dramatic as time recedes that his discourse is 
remembered now with great interest. The pony 
express flourished in 1800-61, but long before, 
that "Majors and his associates traversed the 
trackless plaius, fought Indians and met other 
perils of the time and environment-, resulting 
in experiences that were highly interesting and 
dramatic.

JUNEAU,, ALASKA, August 1.— L had the pleas-

It is used both ex- 
ternally and internally. Seed pearia 
takqn with tea are used as a stimu- 
lant. 
It goes without saying that 
such medicine is very—expensive 
and is only used by the higher class 
Chinese. .

Mrs. Sing1 Choy was .so genuine 


a.nd child-like that the Rain Fairy 
must needa believe her when she 
asserted that a large pearl was like 
a light, and told of how ;a famous 
man in China was accustomed to 
carry a large pearl at night Instead 
of a lantern. 
"" Next on the list of popularity 
-with the Chinese women come the 
opal andk coral, and they have no 
dire superstitions In regard to the 
opal as others have. Coral is also 
much in favor with them. It is now 
in vogue to have coral bracelets 
with a row of pearls around the" 
top, the pearls often being em- 
bedded in the coral. They user'the 
opal in all sorts of ornaments. The 
only superstition they have in re- 
gard to this stone is that it will 
fade when wor.n by the insincere, 
deceitful' and .impure,- but-when 
adorning the Innocent It unites the 
special virtues of all the gems, 
storm continued for days, 


but in her heart the Rain Fairy 
was glad, for she came again and 
again, and all the other Chinese 
women in all the huge tenements 
heard of the display of jewels and 
vied with each other in exhibiting 
their geams. 
Each ay and night 


they crowded 
Into 
the incense- 


laden place, bearing with them the 
treasures which

heart of a Chinese woman, namely, 
her jewels and her babies, for of 
both these they usually hava a

•who lived long, long ago and had

who 
now crowded into 


those small rooms, regardless or 
the storm raging outside, to pour 
out the contents of their closely- 
guarded jewel boxes for the com- 
menation of ^theif Rain Fairy. 


There were different kinds of 


earrlngSv as these. .play a very 
prominent, part In the toilette of a 
Chinese' woman. - Many, years .ago 


It was the custom—to wear long 
dangling earrings, with small jade 
idols or fish appended thereto, but 
these have 
been supplanted by; 


those of pearl or coral and gold. 
Long earrings, however, are still 
worn by many girls in China, but 
never by the AmericanlBCit ones in 
this country' except the kind now 
in vogue with American women. 


It ia against the conventions for 


a Chinese widow to wear earrings 
during the period of mourning. No 
heathen girl will be permitted to 
light the incense or place the food 
before the idols, unless she Is wear- 
ing earrings. 
You will ilnd tha 


Chinese slave girls in San Fran- 
cisco always adhering to the old- 
style Chinese customs in jewelry, as 
well as In dress. To the Rain Fairy 
who loved them all In their own 
picturesque ornaments and'dress it 
was a jarring note to have them, 
adopt American styles. 
A ring is called "gl gee," mean- 


ing literally to "cut .the finger." It 
ia considered an unlucky thing to 
give to a friend. 
A very appro- 


priate wedding ring used- by tho 
Christian Chinese represents two 
clasped, hands of gold, one for tho 
bride and one for the groom." 
Chinese friends and relatives al- 


ways send gifts of Jewelry to a 
bride, but she wears none of It until 
the day after the marrlago cere- 
mony, when she dons it all. 
To 


the 
month-old 
baby 
are 
also 


brought many Jewels, such as neck- 
lace, bracelets, anklets, solid gold 
"goon jal" (Idols) for the caps and 
many "goo luck charms" of gold 
and jade. 
These are all kept in My Lady's 


Jewel Box and handed down from 
one child to another. 
Not only 


does the high caste lady possess 
Jewels, but the painted slaves and, 
demi-monde are always resplend- 
ent' with them. 
In fact, jewels 


mean more to them perhaps Ihiiu 
to any one else, for Chinese jewels 
are set In pure gold, and -If a slnvo 
collects enough valuable jewelry; 
In a few years' time she can sell 1C 
for enough to buy her freedom. 
The greater 
part 
of ft Chinesa 


woman's money Is spent in jewels. 


A strange thing ahppened one day; 


whilo the Rain Fairy was still en- 
thralled with her dally peeps into 
the jewel boxes. 
She chanced to 


call at a shop whose owner she had 
known for many years, and whose 
pretty young wife she had loved 
very dearly, but that young wife 
had gone from this life. 
When tho Rain Fairy came to 


this shop the Chinese man said to 
her: 
"Because my wife loved you 


BO, nnd you loved her, I want to 
show you some'thlng." She had no 
idea what it could be, as the man 
went to a big iron safe and care- 
fully and reverently removed from 
it a strong box and,,opening it, re- 
vealed to the admiring eyes of tho 
guest, all the jewels of his lost love. 
As she knew and remembered 


how dear these jewels were to the 
girl-wife, the Rain Fairy appre- 
ciate this favor, nnd as the two lit- 
tle sons crowded near, although 
they had seen tho contents of Lhla 
box many times, the father said: 
"I will keep this Jewelry and tho 
trunks of beautiful garments until 
the boys are old enough to marry. 
If the wives are good girls I will 
give them ail these jewels and 
-clothing, but !f not I will not give 
them anything." 
Knowing what a high place lew- 


els hold in the heart of a Chi leso 
woman, the Rain Fairy wafl deeply 
touched by this favor. 


And so the happy days *c,nt by 


and every moment was a delight, 
and as.the Rain Fairy listened and 
looked she discovered whnt she 
already knew—th.it from tho lowly 
slave to the late fimpress-Downgol', 
and so on down, the hearts of all 
Chinese women gt> out In love nn»l 
longing for the glittering gauds, 
and all alike worship "the golden 
calf."

That has been the general 


response to my inqiilries for Infor- 
mation as to the early lumbering 
operations in the Oakland hills. I 
tlaro say that from all her thou- 
(Biinds of people scarcely half a 
dozen could bet found who know 
that Oakland's first impetus to- 
ward community growth was occa- 
sioned by the trees whose weath- 
ered stumps may etill le found in 
the 
hills above the town. 
Yet 


Oakland ~vas the first sawmilling 
town of Importance in California. 


In the time of Spanish and Mex- 


ican occupancy of California lum- 
ber was a scarce commodity. . The 
settlers of Spanish blood knew lit- 
tle of the sawyer's craft, and the 
exertion of ripping boards from 
the log by sheer strength of tfrin 
and shoulder was not^alpail attracr 
live to the indolent and ease-lov- 
ing men of southern blood.- Prac- 
tically all of the sawed lumber used 
in California in the period from 
1SOO to 1840 was imported, brought 
ns decliloads or in the holds of 
vessels which came* around the 
Horn. 
Sun-driod bride of adobe mud 
•was.,- the usual building material, 
licing easily obtainable,, inexpen- 
sive and readily worked. Walls ot . 
this material were quickly erected, 
substantial and — given proper pro. 
lection 
and 
occasiunal repair: — 


•wonderfully durable, as evidenced 
lay the old Mission buildings whose 
•walls and arches still stand in spite 
of a hundred years of neglect and 
Vandalism. 
Buildings 
of 
'dobe 
were cool in summer and warm in 
•winter, and cost no more than the 
lobor for their erection. 
It was 
by no mtvins a poor material, but 
It was an unfamiliar and a seem- 
ingly makeshift material to those 
Yankee settlers who Jn the early. 


* forties commenced to trickle across 


the plains. 
With this influex of Americans 
there came both a demand for 
lumber and for the labor and skill 
to supply it. San Francisco, Terba, 
IJuena then, was commencing to . 
grow. 13er sand hills provided no 
material for the usual 'dobe con-' 
Btniction. 
To haul the sun-dried 
bricks across the shifting dunes to 
the site of the new town was ex- 
pensive. 
Anyway, the newcomers 


from the wooded regions east of 
the 
Mississippi 
preferred 
board 
construction. 
And so the builders 
of the new town looked across the 
b;\y to the wooded slopes of .Mdrin 
and to the forests of Contra Costa^ 
Now the Contra Costa forests 
were not extensive. 
So far as 
availability for lumber making Is 
concerned, they consisted entirely 
of a limited tract of redwoods on - 
a 
portion of .the San Antonio 
runcho, a grant of land received 
fro mthe last of the Spanish gov- 
ernors of California by Don Luis 
peralta and including: the sites of 
the present cities of- Berkeley, Oak- 
land, Alameda and San Leandro. 
The great trees making up this 
forest stood for the most part on 
the farther slope of that high ridge 
which borders San Leandro bay 
some miles to the north. 
Some 


of the trues came down a little way 
on the l:ay slope, along El Seco 
creek and deeper into Dlmond can- 
yon, but 1'or the most part the San 
Antonio redwoods stood on the 
elope toward the Sat» Ilamon yal- 
IcV. 
. 
• 
That these trees must have 


known to the earlier pioneers seems 
probable—Fremont, if he did not 
traverse them, must at least have 
been within sight of the great trees 
•—but It was not until 1847 that 
there appears any record -t them 
in pioneer annals. In that year one 
Elam 
Brown 
of 
Contra 
Costa 


county is reported as whipsawing 
lumber in the San Antonio red- 
woods. 
Brown, lung a. prominent 
and influential citizen o£ the county 
and in 1S~49 a delegate to the Mon- 
terey convention, was a true pio- 
neer. Born in New York in 1797, 
he had moved steadily-, on toward 
the west; to Ohio, to Illinois', to 
.Missouri and to the "Platte Pur- 


tiers here seem to have antedated 
that first settler of Oakland proper, 
Moses Chase. 


While Oakland was the first lum- 


bering town of importance in Cali- 
fornia, the credit for the first saw- 
mill does nJt belong to her. 
In- 


deed, there seems to be some ques- 
tion as to the location of the pio- 
neer mill. A biographer of Peter 
Lassen credits thn't doughty- old 
Dane with the establishment of the 
first sawmK'. 
1;- 
the 
states and 
locates it on a tract of land secured 
by Lassen near Santa Cruz. That 
he did build a mill there in 1841 
seems probable, a mill which he' 
later traded -for a- hundred or so 
mules when he left for the Safira- 
mento valley. 
.- That Lassen ever 


• operated hlj mill 'seems doubtful. 
It seems certain that he never sold 
any of Us product. James Daw-son 
of Scrioma is recorded as being the 
first to sell California made .lum- 
ber, but 
inasmuch 
as Dayson'a 
product was whlpsawed it 'is .un- 
llke.ly that he ..at any time over- 
stocked the market. 
•- 
',,-•• 
'The first steam sawmill seems to 
'have been erected at Bodega bay 
in 1843 by Stephen Smith, and this 
•was the only steam " mill-operated 
In California before the American 
government. . The San Mateo mill 
of James.Peace was subsequent to 
this. 
Smith was a seap captain, 
operating a • little trading vessel 
from Baltimore. 
He entered Bo- 
dega bay in 1841 and discovered a 
splendid site for a sawmill about 
elx miles from the bay. 
Returning 
to Baltimore, he purchased a boiler 
and the machinery for both a saw 
and 
grist 
mill. 
Loading" these 
aboard his vessel, he again set out 
on the long voyage around the 
Horn. 
His equipment was incom- 
plete on starting, but in one port 
he picked up -a carpenter, in an- 
other an engineer, gradually accu- 
mulating sawyers, woodsmen, even 
a wife, until on his arrival in Cali- 
fornia he 
was 
thoroughly well 


equipped for his venture. 
The Oakland hilla have not heard 


chase/' and in 1S46 had come on 
to California as captaiii of a train 
of fourteen families. 
Being short 


of money and knowing the demand 
for 
lumber 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
Brown spent a. winter In the hills 
above Oakland—It wasn't Oakland 
then—"whipsawing1; the huge tim- 
bers Into boards for the growing 
town. When he had enouch sawed 
for a boat load, the lumber was 
hauled to the embarcadero of San 
Antonio on the estuary and boatea 
across the bay. 
.Brown must at that time have 
had considerable company in his 
lumbering operations. 
Apparently 
many of the early citizens earned 
their livelihood in this primitive 
manufacture of lumber and shin- 
gles, nnd the first American settle- 
ment in What is now Oakland terri- 
tory appears to haye been in these 
redwoods at this time; 
So great 
•was the growing demand for bullQ- 
ing material that it was not long 
\mtil a steam mill was projected. 
In -1849 a Frenchman—rname un- 
known—commenced, the. erection 
of a steam sawmill in the Sun An- 
tonio forest, bu£3ack of capital de- 
laying Its completion, it was in 1851 
sold to Harry Melggs and by him 
sold to Volney D. Moody, with a 
later transfer to D. A. Plummer. 
Lumbering in this vicinity was 
now an Industry of rapidly growing 
iraportancft. The year of 1S52 saw 
the erection of two more steam 
sawmills in the San Antonio red- 
woods, one by the Prince brothers, 
William and Thomas, and one by 
n man named Brown. -'. little later 
Tupper & Hamilton put up a plant, 
and one Spicer erected a mill at 
the head of the- ca.nyon above the 
mill of tho Prince brothers. 
A mill 
operated by Lewis stood not far 
from what later became Joaquin 
Miller's "Hights," and on the bay 
slope about a mile below the sum- 
mit of the ridge stood Moody's mt».. 
.These lumbering operations were, 
of course, extremely" .crude. 
The 
huge trees were'felled, stripped of-

find the supervisors-attempting to 
regulate the cutting of, trees. Ho^Y- 
ever, the forest had served its pur- 
pose for the time. 
The new San 
Francisco had been supplied with 
material for Its building. 
More 
important", 
the lumbering opera- 
tions 
and 
the trade 
connected 
therewith had firmly established a 
younger community-across the bay. 
It was'at the embarcadero of San 
Antonio that Oakland's first store 
was opened, for the purpose of 
supplying 
the 
lumbermen with. 


goo<*«. This was in 1851, the store 
of James Buskirk Larue, and stood 
near what Is .ow the corner ot 
Twelfth street and^ Fifteenth ave- 
nue. When a yeafbefore the Pat- 
ten brothers irSd crossed the bay in 
a borrowed whaleboat to visit the 
redwoods, they had spoken of the 
country as "a vast undulating field 
of grain, ten inches high.," 
It was in this vicinity/ too, that 
there -was .erected a large andjsub- 
stantial hotel for the accommoda- 
tion of the lumber trade. 
This 
seems to have been the first hos- 
telry erected on the Contra Costa 
shore. 
To Larue, and thus indi- 
rectly to th«- lumbering industry 
which gave him his start as a man 
of important affairs, must be given 
credit for the installation of the 
first steam ferry running from San 
' Francisco across the bay. 
Indeed, 
if Oakland is accepted as including1 
the territory which now lies within 
Its boundaries, her. Inception must 
be credited .to that lumbering of 
the East.bay. hilla •which brought

the rasp and whir of the saw for 
more than alf a century. 
They 


hold 
today another 
forest, 
the 


progeny of those great redwoods 
•which were cut here in the early, 
'60s. Again the rough-barked col- 
umns lift toward the sky.

seventy years some of these second, 
growth trees have attained a cir- 
cumference of eight and nine feet 
at" shoulder height and rise a hun-

Sometimes they clos.ely 
circle the stumps of the original 
forest, stumps which measure- 
many of th m—eight and ten feet 
across.

1C his bowstring stretched 


in the heat or dampness, as sinew 
is liable to do, he shortened it by 
twisting 
one end 
prior to brac- 
ing it, 


Before 
shooting he 
invariably 


looked over each arrow, strniglff- 
ened it in hi:; hands or by his teeth, 
re-arranged its feathery, and saw- 
that the point was properly adjust- 
ed.

butchery on his hands, was hanged 
to the nearest tree by his own bow- 
string. 


Jt was under these circumstances 
that outlawry took the form of 
deer hilling and>obust archery.be- 
came the riatlonal sport.

But when it comes to the legends 


of the bow, the records of these 
pust glories are so vague that wo 
must accept them as a tale oft told;

tbe narrator added to them at will. 
Robin is-suppoaed to have shot a 
mile, and his bow was so long ana 
so strong that no man 'could draw 
it. In sooth, he was a mighty hero, 
'and yet the ballads refer to him 
as a "slight fellow," even "a bag ot 
bones." 
As a youth he slew the 


king's deer at three hundred yard's, 
a right goodly shot! And 110 doubt 
it was.

Our experience with Ishi waked 


the love of archery in us, that 1m- 
pulso which lies dormant in the 
heart of every Anglo-Saxon. 
For 


it is a strange thing that all the 
men who have centered ..about this 
renaissance in shooting the bow. in 
our immediate Iocalit3', are of Eng1-- 
li.sh ancestry. 
Their names betray- 


them. 
Many have 
come 
and 


watched and shot a little, and gone 
away; but these have stayed to 
hunt. 
From shooting the bow Indian 


fashion, I turned to the study of irs 
historv, and soon found that the 
English were- its greatest masters. 
In them archery reached its high 
tide; after them its glory passed. 


But the earliest evidence of the 


use of the bow is found in the ex- 
istence of arrowheads assigned : to 
the third interglaciel period, near- 
ly 50> 000 years ago.

That- man had material culture 


prior to tliis epoch, there is no 
doubt, and

All races and nations at one time

It ,'will be seen from these tests 
that no existing aboriginal bow Is 
very powerful when compared with 
those in use" in the days of robust 
archery In old England. 
The greatest disappointment was 


in 
the Tartar bow, which was

China, by my brother. Col. B. H. 
Pope. 
-With this powerful weapon 


I expected to shoot 
•<•. quarter of a 


mile; but with

strength, 
its cast was slow and 


cumbersome. The arrow that came 
-with it, a miniature javelin thirty- 
eight inches long, could ojily be

yards." In making these'shots both 
hands and f^et were used to draw 
the bow. A special flight arrow 
thirty-six Inches long was used-in 
the test, but with .hardly any in- 
crease of distance gained. 


After much experimenting and 


research into the literature, I con- 
structed two horn composite bows, 
such as were used by the Turks 
and Egyptians. They were perfect 
in acflon, the larger one weighing 
eighty-jfive pounds.

travels at an initial velocity of one 
hundred and fifty feet per second, 
as determined by a stopwatch. 


Shooting at one hundred yards,

scribes a parabola twelve to fifteen 
feet high at its crest 
Its time in 


transit is of approximately two and 
one-fifth seconds. 
Shooting straight up, such an ar- 


row goes about three hundred and 
fifty feet high, and requires eight 
seconds' for the round trip.

test was made by shooting arrows 
over very tall sequoia 
trees, of 


known height. 
The 
striking 
force 
of a one- 


ounce arrow shot from a seventy- 
five pound bow at ten yards, is 
twenty-five foot pounds. This test 
Is made by shooting at a cake of 
paraffin and comparing the pene- 
tration with that made by falling 
weights. 
Such a striking force is, 


of course, insignificant when com- 
pared with that of a modern bul-

Like everything else this man 


has done throughout hip life, there 
way a purpose in the building of 
the "travel log." 
3t was, simply, 


to inspire mankind at home and 
abroad with the groat love and

mighty California redwoods, whose 
brunches lower so high into tho

A fair sample of his practical 
way of doing things is found in the 
method he has adopted in wiring 
the fruit trees.

for personal use and work. 
Chief 


aniongr these is the family coupe, 
UHed by Mrs. Kellogg. Here enters 
her part. The spirit of the Kellogg 
family would be a sad affair with- 
out Saadi Kellogg;. 
It Is largely 


due to her that she- and Charles 
Kellogg have lost all desire for the 
footlights 
and 
the 
lure of 
the 
whiter, ways. 


It is characteristic of this couple 
that they see the world and its ma- 
terial things not in the light of 
"that which is possessed," but In 
the light of acquaintance. To these 
two, possession 
of worldly goods 
means little. 
AH they now want 


had come to a standstill. Wading

they, 


sought out the crouching leopards.

The rigidity thus produced 
does not always permit of a frea 
play in the wind, so the "funda- 
mentalist" chose his own method.

Next, he discovered' that mov- 


ing a ladder from one tree to the 
next by dint of sheer lifting and. 
carrying 
power 
was 
drudgery. 


"Hire a helper," you say. 
There 


was an easier and less costly way. 
The front wheel 
was 
borrowed 


from a bicycle, and with iron ex- 
tensions and base he'produced a 
•wheelbarrow effect which enable 
him to lift one end of the ladder, 
wheel it into place and climb aloft 
for the picking and spraying. 


Then, water. 
Of 
cc'f-se, 
he 


could pump and waste, and waste 
and pump. Many farmers do thac 
very thing. But from his own sup- 
ply, Kellogg raises every day for 
the twenty-two head of stock their 
daily drinks into a neat concrete 
trough. 
The supply is controlled 


by an auTomatip valve, which per- 
mits the reservoir to fill but not 
overflow—this also being the prod- 
.uct of his mind, and 'not a commer- 
cial production. 


"With the foresight of a military 


general, Kellogg has created for 
his personal use and direction oE 
those who may assist in his execu- 
tion of details around the ranch :\. 
sot of charts which tell him, at x 
glance, the location and kind of 
every 
tree 
growing 
within 
hU 


fences. 
His philosophy (or busi- 
ness ideas) of ranching tells him 
that each material part of his pri- 
vate industry is a. separate entity 
and should be treated as an indi- 
vidual human being. 
Trees, iiko 


people, says the nature lover, haya 
personalities and demand personal 
attention. 
In addition, when he 


discovers that a certain branch on 
a certain tree needs care, he hay 
only to direct one of his men that 
tree No. 14 in the seventh row 
needs a certain type of treatment 
and the order is carried out with- 
out further ado. 


While Kellogg is by no means a 


lazy man, he believes there ia a 
great waste of man-power on the 
average ranch. 
One of his ideala 


for his own place is the doing away 
with hand labor and the substitu- 
tion of mechanical energy for all 
things 
machines 
can 
perform. 


Many duties—shoveling, picking of 
fruit and the like—ordinarily per- 
formed by man, he has 
largely 


eliminated, and now he works his 
190 acres with the assistance of 
only one man and a boy. The three 
of them take care of a forty-acre 
orchard 
of various fruits; 
keep 


•watchful eyes on 150 acres of range 
land, and produce from a lime mine 
fertilizer. 
It ,is a rare occasion 


when a third ninn is necessary to 
aid in the performance oC seasonal 
duties*. 


Three modern tracterg are Im- 
portant mechanical aids in his 
carrying out of-plans for develop- 
ine<|4fe new hobby. Eleven gas en- 
gine* provide light for nil buildings 
and motiv* power for necessary 
work, Then there are automobiles 


Is ;i'iu;tintanoe with the world and 
its people and things, for material 
property cannot beconre a posses- 
s^ou of the body. 


The psychology of wonderment. 


uncertainty about the .future, 
is 


lost to these people: They live with 
all the enthusiasm of the 
yountf 


'ana all things 'useful are bea'utiful 
to them because of their apprecia- 
tion of life. 
On the edge of their 
"older" life, as the world sees it. 
Saadi and Charles Kellogg are not 
old; they arc young. That spirit of 
gayety and abandonment so often 
attributed to stage folk has not 
been lost to them with the passing 
of that phase of their life. 
But 


they have found the stepping stone' 
to the ?reat appreciation of the 
fundamentals

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Grizzly Peak, Fish Ranch Road, Flagstaff Hill, Dimond Canyon Are Some of the Many 


Trips That Can Be Made by Eastbay Residents in Just a Few Afternoon Hours

C 


OMPARATIVELY few persons 


In the San Francisco bay dia- 


- t.rict realize that in no other 


district in the world may one enjoy 
euch diversified hikes. The Eastbay 
country, particularly, is blessed in 
the ncct-ssibillty of natural hiking 
territory. 
Our hills and canyons 
ftru literally .it our 
back doors, 


whereas San Franciscans have to 
cross the ferry to reach their par- 
ticular paradise of hikes—Marin 
county. We on the east side of the 
bay need only jump into our hiking- 
togs nnd hoof it for any number of 
.inviting trails. 
Or, if desired, we 


may take electrics to a more dis- 
tant portion of the Uerkeloy or Con- 
tra Costa hills. 


The various hiking clubs—the 


Contra Costa Kills, the Berkeley 
Hiking, the Sierra and Alpine clubs 
•—all carry out weekly hikes, most 
cf them designed for Sundays ana 
occupying practically the entire day. 
These hikes are enjoyable affairs, 
full'of interest for novico as well as 
the more seasoned, but tlieree would 
seom to be room for information 
and suggestions along- the line of 
•horter hikes, hikes such as might 
be taken during three or four hours 
of a busy Sunday. To fill this want 
the writer has prepared a number 
of short trips designed for those 
who cannot give the entire day to 
hiking, but who are Imbued with 
the commenc .ble desire to see more 
of this hikers' 
paradise 
than la 


vouchsafed by auto tour or other 
meeans of transportation. 


GRlZKfjY PEAK. 
Because a map shows at a glance 


what hundreds of writ'te~n words 
might not so surely make clear, let 
us look at the map prepared for 
this 
article. 
Beginning at 
the 


northern, or more exactly the left 
efdc of the map and moving toward 
the right, \ve come first to the trail 
to Grizzly -Peak. There is nothing 
original about Grifezly Peak as a 
climb, and for those who seriously 
desire to try^these short hikes, we 
Buggest that you take this one after, 
you have* tried one or two others 
..that olter less climbing and which 
would be less tiring to the novice. 


Grizzly Peak Is one of the most - 


hiked over peaks-in the world. New- 
comers to the bay district, whose 
eyes wander to the high spots, al- 
ways hit the traii for Grizzly. It is 
the highest peak in the Berkeley 
hills and commands a view unsur- 


- passed in the Eastbay short of Mt. 
I>iablo. 


To reach Grizzly, atart out back 


of.the Greek Theater at the Uni- 
versity of California, following up 
the trail which winds in gentle 
grade around "C" hill. 
The trail 


Will be particularly interesting this 
summer because it passes close to 
the great stadium of the university 
now 
under 
construction at 
the 


mouth of Strawberry Canyon. While 
en route to Grizzly, all 'who have 
not visited 
the 
big 
"C" will of 


iour.se do so. the main trail passing1 
within ;\ hundred yards of the big 
letter,' but on the east side of the 
hill. From 
this 
point the trail 


crosses open meadow and up along 
fenced 
eucalyptus trees, 
turning 
right ot the top of tho slight rise 
anrt 
following tho 
unmistakable 
trail around Grizzly Peak, thence 
by cither of two routes plainly 
Bigrn-bparded to the top of Grizzly 
itself. 


If the day is clear, and it usually 


Is with a north wind blowing, you 
will be rewarded with a view th.it 
is without a peer in the world. 
And if you make the hike late in 
tho 
afternoon 
of 
a 
moonlight 
period, waiting for the sun to go 
down and the lights of the cities 
around the bay to be turned on, 
you will be given The surprise of 
your life In" the amazing lighting 
effects produced by the thousands 
of street lamps fringing the bay on 
all sides. 
People who have not 


looked down upon the bny oities 
at night have missed a thrill com- 
parable to '.he first glimpse Into 
the Grand Canyon of Arizona. 


FISH RANCH ROAD. 
Another less known Jaunt for 


the httsv-r with little time to devote 
to the sport is a tramp up Fish 
Uanch road to the- divide between 
Alameda nnd Contra Costa coun- 
ties, marked by a picturesque boun- 
rtary post by the side of the road. 
From the end of the car lines in 


front 
of 
Hotel 
Claremont .walk 
cither around the north end of tho 
hotel by the road or through the 
beautiful 
grounds 
to 
the 
road 


which lends up the canyon past 
John Garber Park. 
This road is 


little used by automobile or trag- 
IBIIS, except by- the few ranchers is 
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the canyon, hence it offers distinc- 
tive advantages to the hiker. The 
nature-loving hiker will note ,the 
wild flowers which seasonably visit 
this pretty canyon. 
At a point 


about a mile from the hotel and on 
the left side of the road m'ay be 
seen excellent examples of rock 
strata up-ended and fantastically 
twisted — a lesson in geology that 
anyone may read. 
In late" summer__the creek is al- 


most dry, but in spring and early 
summer 
the 
music, of 
purling 
waters adds to the beauties of this 
trip. 
At the head of the canyon 
the road makes a wide sweep and 
then pushes up to the top of a pass 
where further signs of the old road 
have 
been 
almost 
obliterated. 
Years ago this road wound do'wn 
the east side of the ridge into Con- 
tra. Costa county. 
Since the Tun- 


nel road came into use this old 
road declined and finally was aban- 
doned. 


The armored boundary post at 
the pass will be found interesting. 
Incidentally, the hiker will get a 
view of vandalism such as is only 
too general throughout the hills. 
Irresponsible parties 
with 
guns 
have used- the boundary post as a 
test for their markmanship, the 
plates being madly pockmarkeu 
with bullet scars. 


STAFF 


Tho Fish Ranch road hike may 
be termed a canyon hike. 
Tne 
Flag Staff Hill hike is distinctly a 
hill hike. It may be started either 
by climbing up from Fish Ranch 
road through John Garber Park, 
or by taking the flight of stone 
steps 
about 
a 
hundred 
yards 
southeast 
of 
Hotel 
Claremont, 
then crossing the road and follow- 
ing up over the ridge along 
the 
north side of the rovr of eucalyp- 
tus trees. 
Both routes come out 


at the same spot on the summit 
of the first hill back of the hotel. 
From that point the trail keeps 


on the top of the ridge, gradually 
working upward until the trail en- 
ters dense pine woods. s 
It then 
bears northeasterly and runs into 
a contour trail that almost circles 
the conical 
peak at this point, 


which is knowtT to old-timers aa 
Flag Staff Hill, because for a num*. 
her of years a rude flag staff was 
maintained at the summit. 
From 


the point of intersection of these 
two trails the climber can scram- 
ble up over the bald top of the 
peak . from 
which a" remarkable 
view is afforded, particularly of the 
skyline boulevard and its, constant 
parade of autos going up and re- 
turninff iroin" the tunnel,. This 
peak' is not so high as . G'-'flzzty and 


the view is not so-'extensive, but 
for views ..down 
into Claremont 


• Canyon and the busy skyline bou- 
levard it is unsurpassed in our hill 
country. 


X<AKE TEMESCAJj. 


"Water is always an attraction to 


the hiker. Lake Temescal is close, 
in and easily accessible from the 
.College avenue cars. A pretty walk 
' to the lake is from the. intersec- 


tion of Chabbt road and College 
avenue. 
The road follows up. the 
canyon on 
the 
north 
side and 
touches Lake Temescal, one of the 
reservoirs of the Eastbay Water 
Company. '.''The biker may either 
walk around the lake and return 
the way he came, or cross ctt>«-dam 
at tffe western end of the lake and 
clfmb~'the bluff at-the south end of 
the dam, pushing along Contra 
Costa road at the top'of the bluft 
to the intersection of McAdam and 
Park roads, wljere the Rockridge 
car may be taken which connects 
with College avenue cars at Eock- 
ridge.SKYJMXE BOUJJEVARD. 
Many residents evidently believe 


that, a hike to the top of the ridge 
back of Oakland, which carries the 
skyline boulevard, is an all-day 
affair. 
It is far from that, if the 
hiker will only take advantage of 
the Montclair bus. Key Route cars 
running into Piedmont give trans- 
fers to the Montclair bus, which 
runs through the^Piedmont hills to 
Montclair. 
Before reaching Mont- 
clair, where the route passes the 
old Thorn road, the hiker should 
leave the bus and start up this 
famous old road. 
Keeping1 always 


to the right, the hiker will find 
this tramp one of the most inter- 
esting in the group of walks, pass- 
ing as he does the newly settled 
hillsides in the Pjnehurst district. 


The only stiff climb of the trip 


comes at the close of the Journey 
^ 
where the road pushes up ab- 
ruptly and crosses the skyline bou- 
levard. 
Many old-timers remem- 


ber when this was the only road 
leading out of Oakland to Moraga 
Valley. 
It was much used in the 


early days, but has fall< . into dis- 
use since the building of the Tunnel 
road, the skyline boulevard and 
the road down into Redwood Can- 
yon by way of Shepard Canyon. 
From the--skyline boulevard nnd 
Thorn road intersection on clear 
days a fine view of Diablo is ob- 
tained.SHEPARD CANYQ:;. 
The trip into Shepard Canyon 


wilt not offer extended^-views,-be- 
cause theitiuie limit would not per- 
mit of reaching- "higher elevations 
and 
unobstructed 
views, 
which 


would necessitate climbing through 
to the ridge on the west side of 
Redwood Canyon," but tho canyon 
la" one of the wildest In the Con- 
tra Costa hills. Hikers may ma ice 
thin trip either from the end of the 
Montclair bus line or from.the end

Park boulevard (B) 
car 


s«. 
If from the bus, the hiker 


Bhould strike along the 
Moraga 


road 
to the county road which 
swings parallel 
with the Sacra- 


mento Short Line and enters Shep- 
ard Canyon in an easterly direc- 
tion.

roa<~ penetrates deep 


into the canyon and finally pinches 
out into a good trail which follows 
along Shepark creek. At the point 


• where the trail leaves the creek 


and pushes' up over a sharp rise

Perhaps while resting deep in this 
woodsy spot the hiker will heard 
the roar of the Sacramento Short 
Line electric trains .as they emerge 
from the mout7i of the tunnel close 
at hand and glide swiftly through 
Montclair and paat Temescal Lake 
into the city. 


THE HIGHTS. 


Not a few people are under the 


Impression that an aut& is neces- 
sary to make the trip to 
"The 
Hlghts," Joaquin Miller's former 
home, now a city park, where Jiia- 
nita Miller ~nd the poet's widow 
still reside. 
As a matter ot fact, 
this trip may - be made in from 
three to. four hours, taking the bus 
to Montclair from Piedmont sta- 
tion, then walking southeasterly 
on Moraga road to Park boulevard, 
thence .taking the Joaqi^in" Miller, 
road, keeping always to -the left 
until reaching "The' Hights." . .The 
return trip may be'made either-by 
way of Park boulevard or Lincoln 
avenue, which connects with the 
Hopkins street cars for Oakland. 
If returning via Park boulevard 
the hiker should-retrace-his steps 
to the-intersection, of Joaquin Mil- 
ler road and Park boulevard,.; then 
follow down Park boulevard about. 
a mile westerly to the-.'end of the 
car line.. If returning by Lincoln 
avenue proceed along Joaquin Mil- 
ler road and .the county road ex- 
tension., of/Lincoln avenue. 
Fol- 


lowing -down Lincoln avenue to 
Hopkins street, the hiker, will find 
cars running into the heart ot 
Oakland's' business district. 


ABANDONED ROAD. 


Many residents of the Dimond 


district know 
of 
Dimond Park, 
with its historic adobe hut 
built 


by Captain. Pimond 
a hundi . cl 
years ago. That little park is well 
known, 
but 
comparatively 
few 
know that a formerly paved high- 
way, 
now abandoned, used to ex- 
tend from a point just east of Cap- 
tain Dimond's hut and was the old- 
time means of access to the. region., 
now known as Montclair, the Joa- 
quin Miller road and Sheprd Can- 
yon. The -building of Parlv boule- 
,vard on the north side of the can- 
Yon sounded the doom of the old 
road which ojaquin Miller himself 
helped to build. 
But today... that 


abandoned road 
with--tts crazy, 
patchwork 
paving, 
badly over- 
grown with brush and weeds, offers 
one of the finest hikes into the 
hills. 


It- winds picturesquely along the 


.canyon at first Just below Park 
boulevard, then crosses the creek 
and gradually rises on the south 
side of the canyon, reaching in a 
half mile a commanding view to- 
ward the Golden Gate. 
The old 
rpad then winds around the ridge 
and 
terminates suddenly where 
private ownership has erected a 
barbed wire fence. 
However, it is 
easy to climb down into Palo Seco 
creek and then up to the Joaquin 
Miller road. 
This trip is particu- 


larly 'advised for,, the end of the 
day, 
so that the hiker may be re- 


turning at 
about 
sunset. Then 


from the high point of the trail 
opposite .the stone quarry on Park 
•boulevard one gain ,sa. vista - of 
"color, 'particularly .in'..-early reum- 
mer when the sun 'drops into the ' 
Goiden fate.

Degree of Skill

Family Have Distinguished Themselves as Possessing a Wonderful 
in Mechanical Work; Some Erect Solid Stone Homes for Themselves 


I 


F we should measure the Intelll-" 


gence. skill 
and ingenuity of 


the-*various species of animal 


life by the character of abodes 
adopted and the mechanical abil- 
ity displayed in 
building them, 


whether for the use of the builder 
or.it progeny; then to a few mem- 
bers of the Bee and WasP family 
should be- awarded as high rank 
as that assigned to the trapdoor 
spier, if not given even a more 
exalted position. 
Now 
for 
the 


facts. 
, There are In our country nine 
or ten different wild bee families, 
all of which, except the bumblebee, 
are solitary, that is, the individual 
members live out their existence, 
fulfilling the requirements of their 
lives singly. 
The bumblebee is a 


social insect, 
living 
in 
a com- 


munity. 


All have nests or places wherein 


an egg or eggs are laid and some 


" provision is made for the larvae 


when hatched. 
But beyond a ca- 


pacity for boring and making tun- 
nels in wood, soft rock and earth, 
the representatives, with one ex- 
ception, have not established any 
particular reputation for mechani- 
cal skillr 


The exception is one of the soli- 
tary families, several members of 
which seem to have distinguished 
themselves as possessing a 'wonder- 
ful degree of skill in mechanical 
work. 
The family is known as 


the 
Megachillidae, 
one 
of 
the 
representatives of which is the 
mason bee, that erects solid stone 
houses for the occupancy of her 
young. 
. 
. 
These dwellings remain as in- 
destructible 
aa 
the 
rock 
upon 


•which they are built. The mother 
bee, 
after selecting a site for the 
structure~in a depression, or angle 
on a rock, proceeds with the work 
of construction. 
She uses, as a 
rule, grains of fine sand, which 
she cements together and places 
them so td give the desired shape 
to the domicile. 
The cementing 
is done N with her 
viscid saliva, 


which, for the, purpose. Is a strong 
or firmer than Portland cement. 


The habitation when completed 


-will include trom three to seven 
rooms or cells, three-sixteenths-ofi 
an inch in diameter and abont an 
inch in length, in horizontal posi- 
tion, with thin but substantial par- 
titions dividing them. 
A smooth 


roof covers all and usually is in 
such shape as to appear aa part of 
the rock upon which the struc- 
ture is built. 
- 
The work is carried on ny maK- 


J»g one cell at a time, and as rapid- 
Jy as one is finished it is stored 
with honey and pollen and an egg 
deposited with it. 
The opemns 


Jeft for this purpose 
is 
theu 
covered. 
When the egga hatch 


th« larvae feed upon the storage 
until they pupate. 
Upon becom- 


ing mature bees they tear away 
the openings and depart to return 
no more. 
, , 
In a collection of natural curiosi- 
ties we have one of these etone 
houses that was found near Ae«na 
Springs, Napa county. 
If It were 
not for the six open doorways that 
were left "a jar when the young bees 
abandoned the home, it would be 
a difficult matter to detect the 
presence on the rock that bears it. 
No mason ever built with, stone ana 
mortar a structure with evidence 
and promises of greater endurance. 
There are some oth-er species of 
tills family that construct habita- 
tions of less enduring character 
which have attracted much atten- 
tion, especially in sonic parts ol 
Europe, where they are quite nu- 
merous. 
It is the same family 
that gives us the species called 
wool-gatherers, 
the 
little :sbees 


.known as Anthidimi. that cleanly 
Blutve the wool from the under side 
of certain leaves and use the ma- 
terial to line the interior of the 
rooms or cells of its home. 
Another species, more aesthetic 


if not so practical, bears the title 
of Mega.cb.ite, and 
the 
common 


name of "leaf-Cutter"; for the rea- 
son that these bees cut pieces out 
of leaves of different shapes, as 
required^ to construct habitations 
for their young. 
The mother Megachile first bores 
a hole at a suitable place in the 
ground, eojnetimes ten or twelve 
inches in depth. European writers 
cay that the bee then, first hav- 
ing polished the waits of the ex- 
cavation, lines them with pieces of 
petals from flower blosaoma, "and 
though separated (cut) from the 
wrinkled petal of a half-expanded 
' flower, she knows how to straighten 
their folds, and, if too large, to fit 
them for. her purpose, .by cutting 
off the superfluous. .par|s. 
4 Begin- 
ning at the bottom, she overlays 
whe walls of lier mansion Jfcitb .t 


brilliant tapestry, extending it also 
on the 
surface 
of 
the 
ground 


around the margin of the orifice." 


Mrs. California Megachile, though 


a lover of finery, has not yet got so 
far In following the demands, of 
fashion or the impulses of vanity, 
as to adopt the extravagant style 
of household decorations displayed 
by her relatives in France. She 
does not upholster the interior of 
her house or spread flowersvauoui 
the doorway. 
Her aesthetic tastes 


are concentrated in the making of 
cribs for her babies, which she 
places in the hole or habitation, 
she has made in the ground, one 
011 toj> of the other, varying in 
number from three to a dozen. 
One while digging on a hillside 


I unwittingly excavated and de- 
stroyed the habitation of a mother 
JMegachile. that 
contained 
nine 


cribs. 
These cribs were shaped 


somewhat like a thimble. 
The 


rounded end fitting in. the con- 
cave end of the one below as the 
lot were placed' in the hole, one 
on top of the other. 
What Ipt'crested • me most was 


the material used and the skill 
displayed 
in 
the 
construction. 


They were made of pieces of rot,o 
blossom petals, layer upon layer, 
glued together, the pieces having 
been cut in shape to fit properly 
the different sections. 
So cleverly 


was all the work done It was nlin- 
cult to accept it as other than the 
product of human hands. 
In making the cribs, or cases, 


which mny be a better term, the 
wide end is left open until me 
structure is finished, and an egg, 
with a supply of food, honey and 


where it is needed she gives ft 
the proper shape with the aid or 
her mandibles nnd feet. 
It seems marvelous that such a 


wee insect, with such simple 'im- 
plements, could even lay the foun- 
dation, extending aa it does out on 
either side beyond the limits of tho 
supporting twig, and build up the 
sidos to cup shape without scarwlti- 
ing or other help; but where she 
goes on. with the construction, and 
draws in'the sides and forms tho 
roof with the bottle-neck entrance, 
is where the insect displays tho 
acme of her mechanical accom- 
plishment. 
When the remarkable structure 


is finished, the builder stores it 
with a certain species of caterpillar. 
She attaches an. egg to tho roof 
and plujrs up the entrance. "When 
the egg hatches the larvae lowers 
itself by a silken rope to feed on 
the "meat" below. After this meal, 
by use of the rope, it hoists itself 
back to tho roof. 
. 
There is another little wasp that 


belongs to the same family, which, 
in addition to being a worker in 
clay, is also an expert miner. 
It 


excavates burrows in the earth, 


• then over the entrance fb thorn it 


raises a turret constructed of clay. 
These sometimes are .crooked in 
the shape of a stovepipe elbow. 
The wasp uses the turrets as a pas- 
sageway while she is constructing 
the burrow, with its apartments at 
the lower end. 
After these are 


Ktored with caterpillars and an egg 
'laid In each they are closed, then 
the wasp proceeds to tear down 
the turret, using the material to 
plug the hole or burrow. 


Other members of the 
family 


pollen, is deposited in it. thch the 
edges are turned Inward until the 
opining- is closed with s. concave 
surface. 
The room inside when 


the Job le completed is about five- 
eighths of an inch 
Ions by an 
eighth of an inch In 
diameter. 


Mutilated lr circular cut petals in 
a- rose garden near by indicated 
the source of supply of the ma- 
terial 'used by the bees in this won- 
"derful work. 
Students of the habits of do- 


mestic or honey bees and ants 
have presented facts In relation to 
the sagacity, skill and ingenuity 
shown by these insects that trans- 
cends anything of the kind kn»wn 
to be possessed by any other form 
"of life than that of man. 
How- 
ever, we will disregard the wonder- 
ful accomplishments of these little 
' creatures—representatives of 
two 


families in the order of Hymenop- 
tera, and give some consideration 
to the mechanical ability and wis- 
dom exhibited by certain members 
of another family of the same or- 
der, which possibly have been less 
written about. I have in mind the 
different wasps that make paper, 
work with clay and those that are 
miners and stone masons. 
The work of a Eumenes. a wasp 


about a half-inch in length, com- 
monly known as the Potter wasp, 
is a good example of the remark, 
able achievements In house-build- 
ing attributed to the wasp tribe 
She molds out of clay a firmly built 
habitation that suggest* pottery 
work. It is apherold in shape wltli 
a flaring neck on top, which af- 
fords entrance to the interior. Tho 
general appearance of the structure 
is similar to an Indian water Jug. 
In dimensions they are about the 
size of a small hazel nut. 


In selecting a site for her houses 


(she generally makes three or four, 
or more), she chooses the slender 
twigs of a shrub, or the stem of 
a woody annual plant, and places 
them on the part that has a Hori- 
zontal inclination. 
I have never 


seen the Potter wasp gathering 
clay for her work, but reliable au- 
thorities Bay that after finding clay 
•unable she moistens it into plastic 
condition,-then she carries It to the 
place where the habitation .to toeing 
and After placing it 


bore holes in wood, and others 
seek the vacancies of hollow stems, 
for habitations of their young in 
the larvae stage. The holes bored 
or the vacancies pre-empted are 
divided Into apartments or cells by 
partitions made of clay, «ach divi- 
sion being designed for the occu- 
pancy of a single individual. _Food 
and an egg are stored In each cell 
before the partition is built. 
Then there is the wasp family 
Vespidae, 
in which the yellow- 
Jackets are conspicuous. These Ir- 
ritable and pugnacious little crea- 
tures, aa well as some of their near 
relative*, discovered the process ol 
making paper from wood probably, 
before thtfbeginning of the-his- 
tory of mankind: 
The big, spheri- 


cal paper nests made by them are 
so" common little consideration is 
given the marvelous accompusn- 
ments of the builders in the manu- 
facture of paper and their skill 
in building with it the homes In 
which they live and rear their 


y°Another wasp, of the 
family 


Sphecidae, which is not quite B~ 
common as the yellow-jacket, yet 
is well known in the country, is 
the pretty," thread-waisted, long- 
legged species with the scientific 
name Sceliphron cemetarium. 
In 


strong contrast with 
this 
high- 


sounding title the common people 
have given it the decided plebian 
name of "mud-dauber." From this 
it might be inferred that theso 
wasps were slouchy in their work 
or were indiscriminate plasterers 
of mud. 
Such conclusions would 


be unjust to the extraordinary me- 
chanical skill exhibited in its work 
of house-building. 
Unlike 
the other wasps men- 


- 
ttoned that build with clay, the 
mud-daubers do not take dry earth 
and wet it and work it into a 
plaster condition; they *ave all 
that labor by seeking some place 
whcre»the ground has been moist- 
ened and is in the consistency of 
mud. 
Here they scrape up pel- 


lets of wet clay with their man- 
dibles, holding it with the aid of 
their front legs until they have 
gathered 
as much aa they can 
carry. They fly awuy with the Joad 
to" the site of their building opera- 
tions, Which Is generally the under- 
side of some roof or Inner part or 
a shed or other out-building. Hera 
the clay Is deftly worked into the 
structure that is being buHt en- 
tirely with that material, though 
I once found 
a completed nest 
where the wasp-builder had used 
* 
considerable 
number of the 


coarse hairs from an old deer hl<I« 
that hung over a rafter nearby. 


Whether the hairs were intro- 


duced accidentally by reason of 
the proximity of the pelt to where 
tho wasp was working, or by de- 
sign of the builder to -strengthen 
the walls of her house, 1 could not 
say. 


The mud-daubers' houses vary in 


size; they seldom include a group 
of less than four or f'.ve apart- 
ments or colls, ft ml sometimes have 
ns many as a dozen, or even more. 


The cells "re about three-six- 


tecnlhs of an inch in diameter nnd 
an inch in depth. They are built 
one at a time. 
As each i* fin- 


ished the builder stocks it with 
a certain kind 
of small spiders, 


which she captures 
among tho 


weeds nearby, and after deposit- 
Ing an egg in the celt With the food, 
she seals up the opening and pro- 
ceeds with the construction of tho 
next apartment, and so on until 
the house is completed. 


If in this work the wasps wero 


Bolely guided by Siiutiuct, it would 
seem to follow that the degree of 
skill and character of workman- 
ship displayed by the different in- 
dividuals would be uniform. 
While 


there Ig a^sencml uniformity In 
the shape and character 
oC tn« 


habitations, there is a variation in 
the flnlsh-of the work. Some are 
Jeft "With a rough, irrcgulur sur- 
face, which shows the lines of tlia 
pellets of clay used in construction, 
und other bear a neat finish by- 
reason of the surface having l^een 
•smoothed. 
The mud-daubers" do 
not use a nest a second time, 
though the neats are 
frequently 


-occupied subsequently by other in- 


sects for the same purpose they, 
were originally built by the wasps. 


Closely related to the mud-daub- 


ers arc wasps known as the Am- 
mophalla. Tney have no common 
name probably for the reason they 
arc not very well known. Their ac- 
tivities are not such as to brinff 
them to the notice of people un- 
familiar with tho habits of wasp 
families. 
Their needs seldom oc- 
casion a visit to the doorynrds or 
habitations of men. So, if a person 
desires to become acquainted with, 
the Ammophlias^. he or she w,H 
have to go out I" the open country 
and look for them. 
That Is what I was compelled to 


do before I obtained an introduc- 
tion to a member of the family, t 
never regretted the time spent In 
find a Mrs. Ammophlia, or lh« 
hours 
passed 
in 
her 
company. 


However, in Justice to the latly it 
should be said that my presence 
was forced upon her and at times 
she 
manifested 
some 
irritation 


over my invasion of the neighoui- 
hood where she 
hiid 
chosen to 


build a home for an anlicipaieU 
successor to her name. 
Of all the wasps with which J. 
have become acquainted, the Am- 
mophlia 
possesses 
the 
greatest 


skill as a mechanic, and shows the 
greatest sagacity In its labors and 
actions. 
The 
habitations 
she 


builds are but little more than nojes 
in the ground, but it is not so much, 
that part of her work that excites 
Admiration and surprise. 
It is tn« 


intelligent manner in which it la 
executed. Every ac.t in excavating 
a-burrow testifies to her superior 
attainments in mining aud com- 
mands the attention of the fortu- 
nate spectator. 
The climax of the interest In 


the'operation Is reached when Ijie 
Ammophila 
puts 
the 
finishing 


touches to her work in closing the 
entrance to the burrow, by fitting 
pieces of rock In the mouth with 
all the skill and Judgment of a 
master mason. She has been soen 
by different people in thls opera- 
tion to seize a piece of rock In her 
mandibles and with it pound the 
filling down.

"When Exploding EKBS and others, 
Including Song of the Nlghtinffale, 
shouted "Knolin" to us from their 
canoes, she put her head upon the 
brenst of Sister Serapolinc and wept 
passionately. 
The night drew on 


as, after many bursts of her sad 
emotion, she' leaned exhausted on 
the bosom so long her shelter. 
In 


the flooding moonlight, she slept, 
while the nun placidly counted her 
rosary. 
..Tho Saint Francois, steering1 in 
a smooth 'sea for Taiohae, on. the 
island of Nuku-hiva, the captain, 
Lutz, and I. gathered about the table 
for sun'per and wine. 
The vessel 
had narrowly escaped shipwreck In 
the Paximotus, and had lain for 
eix day.? on a reef while the barrels 
of cement, intendcjl for some Im- 
provement at Atuona, were thrown 
overboard to lighten her. 


Lutz did not seek any moment of 
Intimacy with>me, and said nothing1 
to explain Mademoiselle Narborine's 
presence aboard. 
Comforming to 


etrlct native etiquette, he paid no 
attention to her, and a stranger 
would have thought he hardly knew 
her.

At dawn, we were off the Island 


of Nuku-hiva; high up on a green 
mountain-side, .we saw a silver 
thread which we knew to be the 
waterfall of Typee Valley, the val- 
ley In which Hermann Melville had 
lived in captivity and happiness. ~\Ve 
rounded Cape Martens, and, as the 
sun lit the rocky forelands guard-

frun<rli>iuii. This beach of Taiohae, 
months before, I had visited in a 
•whale-boat from Atuona. I hoped 
to see again my friend, the good 
priest,' Pere Simeon Dclmas. who 
had held the c^ltadol of God here for 
half a century. 
Imagine my delight when 
the 


captain of the JSaiiit Francois set 
our course for Takaroa. the atoll of 
Mapuhi, Nohen, and the crippled 
diver who had possessed the great 
pearl of Puka-puka! 
The Mar- 


quesas Islands are only eight hun- 
dred miles from the Society Islands, 
of which Tahiti is one, and between 
the Marquesas and the Society Is- 
lands He the strewn eighty atolls of 
the UPS Pmigcrouscs or Paifmotu 
group. \VJth steam we ran the half- 
thousand mites or so froru Talohao 
jn two nights and two days, and at 
daybreak of the second day were 
due to see the familiar, lonely figure 
of the wrecked County of Roxburgh 
on an uninhabited" motn of Takaroa. 
5t was this startling sight that in- 
formed the Londotis In the Smirk 
that they were but of their course 
ixnd in danger, and it' was Takaroa 
-.the Stevonsone In. the Cafcfi looked 
lor, only to fetch up at Tikol, thirty 
miles to" windward;

I breathed a sigh of relief when the 
Jofty iron masts of the dismantled 
vessel loomed on the horizon.

•Mademoiselle Narbonne—she also

folks in your home town, there 
would be three months out of every 
twelve when you would- be at lib-

life strike you, and how would you 
like to be paid for doing this? 


The qualifications are not diffi- 


cult: A taste for tranquil solitude,
